Congressman John Jacob 'Rogers, has 
recently .been orglng strongly upon'the 
bureau of.war.risk insurance that It 
take action to secureithe modification 
of certain inequitable provisions of the 
war risk laws relating to compensation 
for disabilities Incurred 
by soldiers 


and sailors of the United States who 
served In the world war. Mr. Rogers 
has already succeeded in getting fav- 
orable recommendations for. substan- 
tial increases, but is seehtng still more 
liberal provisions for wounded service 
men. It is probable that at an early 
date congress will'pass legislation In 
accordance with his views. 


Under the present law 
a 
soldier 


whether married or unmarried, who 
has lost both arms or legs or is blind, 
receives compensation from the gov- 
ernment at the rate of J100 per month. 
But if he is unmarried and Is totally 
disabled from any other cause, the law 
gives him only J30 per month, which 
is, Mr. Rogers thinks, wholly Inade- 
quate for his support. If totally dis- 
abled and married he receives from 545 
to. $75 a month, depending on the num- 
ber of children if any. Mr. 
Rogers 


asks why, assuming total disability 
In each case, the law should give J30 
a month to a soldier who is totally

liOSTON, July 2S.—More than 40,OCd 


persons witnessed a thrilling airplane 
accident yesterday afternoon at Kan- 
lasket beach, when a bis Curtis biplane 
driven by Wesley I,. Smith, former 
urniy lieutenant, dived from a lieljjhl 
of 11100 feet Into the surf, less than 
300 yards from shore. '. The 'flier es- 
caped with a deep gash over his rislit 
eye and minor cuts and lacerations, ot 
the. arms and head. 


The plane sank a few minutes after 


Lt. Smith had been rescued, where it 
was discovered to be practically un- 
damaged. A wire control, broken dur- 
ing a loop In the air, caused the ac- 
cident. 
Smith afterwards said lie will 


fly today. 


The machine Is one of two'partici- 


pating In an advertised exhibition of 
an airplane battle, when has been con- 
ducted by the Paragon park amusement 
men. 
The one Smith was piloting was 


the so-called "German". plane. 
Tli« 


other was not In action yesterday he- 
cause, of engine trouble, and Smitl 
agreed to give ti-.<j public a lone show 
of thrillers. 


He left Kenberma shortly after 5 


o'clock ana after circling the town nf 
Hull, proceeded to fly over Paragon 
park, where he intended to thrill the 
throngs with such stunts as looping- 
the-loop and tall spins. 
He executed 


several loops above the park and then 
ascended to a height 
of 
3000 feet, 


bringing his machine over the water 
to continue his demonstration. 


He made four successive loops and 


righted his plane successfully. 
He 


then did two more and in attempting 
to adjust his machine after the final 
stunt, the wire control broke and the 
plane turned noscdownward. and with 
terrific speed descended to the water. 
As the machine started its flight from 
a height of 1000 feet to the bay, Smith 
loosened his bell, and that action prob- 
ably saved his life. 


The plane struck the surf at a spot 


opposite 
the 
Atlantic 
house, and 


though it was low tide at the time, 
there was sufficient water where it fell 
to prevent it from striking the bottom: 
H remained under water several sec- 
onds and then slowly rose to the sur- 
face. 
As it came up, Smith was seen 


swimming, having jumped from his 
seat as the machine went under. 
. Thousands of 
persons 
along the 


beach rushed to 
the 
water's 
edge. 


Many bathers ran into the surf and 
swam out to aiti Smith, but several 
boats which had put out reached him 
first and he was taken to shore. 


The pilot, was taken to Dr. Stiirgis- 


Allerton hospital, where his cuts were 
dressed. The gash required five stitch- 
es to close.

teepee. 


.Not every Indian mother did exactly 


what her mother did when she was 
born, but everyone did something like 
It. Just as soon as her mother took 
the first good look into the baby's 
face, she took some small round burrs 
out of a bag. She 
was 
alone. The 


burrs had line slickers all over" them, 
sharp as needles. -She crushed 
the 


burrs in a horn cup with a stone, and 
put some water on them. She 
ha,1 


. brought the water from a waterfall 


- which had a pleasant voice and saved 


it for this very thing; for she believed 
.that the voice of the .waterfall was the 
spirit of the stream. The mother dlp- 


. ped a finger into the cup and moisten- 


ed the lips of her baby, and put a few 


.drops of the water 
into 
its 
little 


mouth.. She 
believed that the burrs 


would help it to remember things, and 
that the spirit of the stream In the

mother slung her over her back, cra- 
dle, and all, fetched some water from

strip of buckskin around her neck. a;id 
leaned H against the tepee. Then sho 
went- on with her work. 
Fifes swarm- 


ed around the baby and lit qn har 
face, but she didn't even 
wake 
up. 


After awhile some, dogs got into 
a 


fight, knocked the cradle over, and her 
little face bumped against the ground, 
but it did not make her cry. When 
her mother picked her up and 
her 


grandmother saw how good she was 
said that she was'a real Kio\\-a girl 


So she named her Giawamahve (Kiowa 
Girl). 


When little Giawamahve gretv older 


and was taken out of the cradle, her 
hair was kept clean in a different way 
than before. Her mother rubbed black 
mud on the scalp, and placed a buck- 
skin cap upon it. 
When the mud was 


dry, it was brushed out and the head 
rubbed with bear's grease. 


The men treated their hair in the 


sama manner. 
That is the. reason 


they never became bald, they say. 


Thousands of scraps of paper from 


office windows showered 
the 
presi-

streets ot Keiv York on Ills return 
from

the, air and bore to him this mcssago:

Steady saving and the regular pur- 


chase of government securities count 
for far more in the present crisis, how- 
ever, than the sum of money turned 
into Iht treasury of the United States. 
The man who saves lends not only his 
money but his steadying influence to 
an unsteady world.

WASHINGTON,. D. C., July 2S.— 


Congressman John Jacob Rogers- has 
recently been urging strongly upon the 
bureau of ^war risk .Insurance that It 
take action to secure the modification 
of certain inequitable provisions of the 
war risk laws relating to compensation 
for disabilities Incurred 
by soldiers 


and sailors of the United Slates who 
served In the world war. 
Mr. Rogers 


has already succeeded in getting fav- 
orable recommendations for substan- 
tial Increases, but is seeking still more 
liberal provisions for wounded service 
men. 
It is probable that at an early 


date congress, will pass legislation in 
accordance with his views. 


Under the present law 
a 
soldier 


whether married or unmarried, who 
has lost both arms or legs or Is blind, 
receives compensation from the gov- 
ernment at the rate of 5100 per month. 
But If he is unmarried and is totally 
disabled from any other cause, the law 
gives htm only $30 per month, which 
is, Mr. Rogers thinks, wholly "inade- 
quate for his support. If totally dis- 
abled and married he receives from 
to J75 a month, depending on the num- 
ber of children If any.

asks why, assuming total disability 
In each case, the Ian- should .give J30 
a month to a soldier who Is totally

month—Instead or as now, with certain 
inceptions, 
$30 a month. With this 


ecommendatlon Mr. Rogers Is in hear- 
y accord. The bureau also 
recom- 


mends that In case of total but tem- 
torary disability, the .base, corapensa- 
ion shall be $65 a month instead of, 
is now, S30 a month. 


Partial temporary disability would 


be 'given a percentage rating of |65 


month, and partial permanent dis- 


ability a percentage rating of $100 a 
month. 


Mr. Rogers is in sympathy with this 


proposal, but believes It does not go 
:ar enough, lie asks why, assuming 
total disability In each case, the'sol- 
dier who Is temporarily but completely 
disabled should receive $65 a month 
for.the period of his total disability 
while the permanently disabled man 
receives $100. 
He urges that during 


the period of total disability the for- 
mer should also receive $100 a montn. 
He points out that under the vocation- 
al rehabllition act enacted on July 11- 
ISIS, a disabled man without depend 
ents receives ISO per month during his 
vocational training course, while such 
a man with dependcnls receives $100 
a month plus allowances. He 
asks 


why at least these amounts should not 
be written Into the war risk Insurance 
law. 
"Why not treat alt totally dis- 


abled men alike!" Inquires Mr. Rogers, 
"as long as they arc in fact wholly 
incapacitated?"

INTOTHE SEA 


Drop* 1000 Feet 
With 


40,000 People Looking on 
at Nantasket 


Smith. Leaped as Airplane 


Struck Water and Escaped 
With Slight Cuts 


BOSTON", July 2S.—More than 40.000 


persons witnessed a thrilling airplane 
accident yesterday afternoon at N'jn- 
lasket beach, when a big Curtis biplane 
driven hy Wesley L. Smlili, formei 
army lieutenant, dived from a height 
of 1000 feet Into the surf, less than 
300 yards from shore. 
The flier es- 


caped with a deep gash over his rlshl 
eye- and minor cms and lacerations ol 
the arms and head. 


The plane sank a few minutes ader 


I<t. Smith had been rescued, where 11 
was discovered to be practically un- 
damaged. A wire control, broken dur- 
ing a loop In the air, caused the ac- 
cident. 
Smith afterwards said he wlil 


fly today. 


The machine is one of two partici- 


pating In an advertised exhibition of 
an airplane battle, whch has been con- 
ducted hy the Paragon park amusement 
men; 
The one Smith was piloting was 


the so-called "German" plane. 
Ths 


other was not In action yesterday be- 
cause ot engine trouble, and Smiti 
agreed to give the public a lone show 
of thrillers. 
• . 


He left Kenberma shortly after 5 


o'clock and after circling the town of 
Hull, proceeded to fly over Paragon 
park, where he intended to thrill the 
throngs with such stunts as loopins- 
the-loop and tail spins. 
He executed 


several loops above the park and then 
ascended to a height 
of 
3000 feet, 


bringing his machine over the water 
to continue his demonstration. 


He made four successive loops and 


righted 
his plane successfully. 
He 


then did two more and in attempting 
to adjust his machine after the final 
stunt, the wire control broke and the 
plane turned nosedownward. and with 
terrific speed descended to the water. 
As the machine started its flight from 
a height.of 1000 feet to the bay, Smith 
loosened his belt, and that action prob- 
ably saved his life. 


The plane struck the surf at a spot 


opposite 
the 
Atlantic 
house, 
and 


though II was low tide at the lime, 
there was sufficient water where it fell 
to prevent It from striking tho bottom. 
It remained under water several sec- 
onds and then slowly rose to the sur- 
face. 
As it came up. Smith was seen 


swimming, having jumped from his 
seat as the machine went under. 


Thousands of 
persons 
along the 


beach rushed to 
tho 
water's 
edge. 


Many bathers ran into the surf and 
swam out to aid Smith, but several 
boats which had put out reached him 
first and ha was taken t'o shore. 


The pilot was taken to Dr. Sturgls' 


AMerton.hospital, where his cuts were 
dressed. The gash required five Etitch- 
es to close. He refused to remain for 
further treatment and returned to the 
airdrome.

schools, and the complete remodelling 
of the army.

•"The new order created by the vie 
tory of the democracy needs to lie con- 
solidated, and the League of Nations 
must- be completed and solidly organ- 
ized. 
It Is an affair of time, but the 


three years' period of service must be 
ibollshed and the period reduced 
In limits which the league will fit."
